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PREFACE. 


HE grand RuLE to be regarded by all Men, is that 
of doing as one would be done by. None ought to 
bear it more in their Minds, than thoſe who pro- 

2» feſs to undertake the Cure of the Sick; for ſurely it 

is the Duty of every Practitioner in Phyſick, to keep as cloſe, 

as he can, to that generous Precept of AscLEPIADEs, 70 cure his 

Patient ſafely, ſpeedily, and pleaſantly (a). 


Thinking it therefore my indiſpenſable Duty, to adhere re- 


ligiouſly to this Precept, I am reſolved to communicate to the 


Publick the following Narratives of the Effects of certain ex- 

traordinary Remedies, come to my Knowlege of late Years; 

which I have experienced to be equally ſafe with thoſe in com- 

mon Uſe ; much more ſpeedy in effecting the Cures 3 ſo far plea- 

Jaxs, as not to be offenſive to the Palate ; and their Doſes very 
mall. 


I muſt own, I was ſomewhat ſurpriſed, when I was firſt told, 
that there were, within the Reach of Art, Medicines of ſuch 
Efficacy, as, if taken at the Beginning, to cure with one Doſe 
a FEVER or a PLEUR1sSY, and moſt other acute Diſtempers; 
or that in the GouT (contrary to the general Doctrine of this 
Age, that nothing is to be done, but Flannel and Patience), 
even when it had attack'd the Head or Stomach, conſidera- 
ble Relief might be given! I found it difficult to ſhake off the

Impreſſions of Education and Cuſtom ; and tho? I had zheſe 


Remedies put into my Hands, and was inſtructed how to adminiſ- 
ter them, I was loth to leave the beaten Paths of Practice. 


I tried the very firſs Experiment with theſe Remedies 
pon myſelf in a FEVER. (a): The Succeſs encouraged me 
to proceed in the Uſe of them; and, as there was Occa- 
fion, I gave them to my Wife (b), my Children (c), and 
moſt intimate Friends, as well as to a great Number of 
other Patients, ſome of whoſe Caſes are contained in the fol- 
lowing Pages; which I think may ſuffice to prove both their 
Efficacy and Safety. It would have made a large Book, if 1 
had publiſh'd all the Caſes in which I have given them; but 
I was reſolved to confine myſelf to the Bounds of a Pamphlet: 
And that the Reality of the Benefits received by theſe Medi- 


cines might not depend on my own Veracity ſolely, the Reader 


will find all the Caſes here inſerted atteſted (d) either by the Pa- 
zients themſelves, or by ſuch as attended them in their Illneſs; 
except ſome now at a Diſtance, and a few where it was not 
convenient to inſert Names; for which Favour, and eſpecially 
for the Readineſs with which it was done, I take this publicł 
Opportunity to return my Thanks; hoping I ſhall have no 
farther Occaſion to give any one the like Trouble. he 
Theſe Hiſtories may ſerve for the Information of my Ac- 
vaintance, againſt the Times when any of them ſhall fall ſick: 
or, as I am injoined to keep the Preparations of theſe Me- 
dicines ſecret, theſe Caſes can give no Light to the Prati- 
tioners in Phyſick ; but only appriſe the Curious, what Reali- 
ties there are in Art, which, poſſibly, by diligent Search and 
Labour, they may attain to: In the mean time, I hope none 
will be jealous of the Succeſs, which may attend them in my 
Hands; for what Injury can I do to any Body of Men? The 
ſmall Number of Patients I alone ſhall be able to attend, will 
be as nothing, in Compariſon of the Multitude of Sick there 
muſt continually be in this large City. | 


Tam not at all inſenſible, how much Stepping out of the common 
Road will alarm the vulgar Practitioners in Phyſick; but Jam pre- 
pared to receive with Patience all the reproachful and ſcornful 
Appellations, which, perhaps, Malice, Jealouſy, and Diſinge- 
nuity, may load me with: For the Obſervation of the late

ingenious Mr. Chambers too frequently takes Place ; Thoſe of 
the Phyſicians (ſays he) [I ſhould rather have ſaid, the Pra- 
ctitioners above-mentioned| ſervilely attached to the Train and 
Methods [in Vogue ue all know, have been ever forward to 
treat thoſe, who think more freely, and are leſs ſtifly devoted 
#0 Cuſtom, and the reigning Practice or Mode, as Empiricks, 
Charletans, and Quacks (a). The introducing new Medicines 
has always met wich Oppoſition : How remarkable an Inſtance 
of this was the Peruvian Bark, . which is now become one 
of the main Pillars of our modern Practice. 


Whatever others may think of the State of Medical Learn» 
ing, I am perſuaded there is a large Field of Knowlege till 
undiſcovered. Who can ſay, that Phyſick is yet brought to 
Perfection? The moſt skiltul Phyſicians muſt own how often 
the Medicines now in Uſe fail of their defired Effect; and that 
the Science and Art of Phyſick is capable of being daily im- 
proved by new Diſcoveries, either in the Animal Ozconomy, 
the Nature of Diſtempers, or the Effects of Medicines. Hir - 
POCRATES gives us an Hint which may be aptly taken in this 
Senſe, That our Art is ſo long or extenſive, that Life is too 
ſbort to attain to Perfection in it (C): And elſewhere he tells us, 
He was not yet arrived to the End of Phyſick, altbo he was 
an old Man; neither was AiscULApivus, the very Inventor 
of it (c). I think it therefore incumbent on every Phyſician, 
to endeavour to augment his own Skill, either by Obſervation, 
by Reading, or by the Inſtructions of others; and if by any 
means he is ſo happy, as to acquire the Knowledge of any 
Medicines more efficacious than thoſe in common Uſe, it us 
his Duty to recommend them to ſuch, as intruſt the Preſer- 
yation or Recovery of their Health to his Care. 


I am thoroughly aware of the general Exclamation in this 
preſent Age againſt Arcana or Secrets; but let me ask the 
Queſtion, Would any prudent Man refuſe the Knowledge of 
a thing, which might be of Service to himſelf, or his Neigh- 
bour, merely becauſe the Perſon, who communicates it, thinks 
proper -to do it on the Condition of Secrecy ? Or ſhould any 


good Man reject the Means of doing Good, becaufe he has 


not Commiſſion to make that Diſcovery of his Methods, which 
publick Curioſity or Cenſure may expect? | e

In the Days of HirocRArEs, the Learned in the Medical 
Art did not proſtitute their Skill to every trifling Pretender 
to it; for that Divine Old Man ſays, Sacred Things are de- 
monſtrated to ſacred Men; but it is not lawfut fro. do fo} 
tothe Profane, before they are admitted into the Myſteries of 
Learning (a); and, in his Oath, he makes his Pupils ſwear, Not 
to impart their Skill to any, but ſuch as tate an Oath accord- 
ing to the Medical Law (b). | | 2 


Theſe Remedies, of which the following Cafes contain the 
Effects, are no Novelties, nor the peculiar Fancies of any whim- 
fical Chemiſts ; bur have been known and experienced for many 
Generations, handed down in the ancient Hippocratic Man- 
ner. . Some of them I owe to the Generofity and Confidence 
of a Perſon of Figure and Diſtinction in his own Country; 
neither which, nor his Name, I am at Liberty to mention : 
Other very uſeful and curious Things I have learned from 
other ingenious Gentlemen of various Nations, skilled in Che- 
mical Affairs, having cultivated the Intimacy of ſeveral learned 
Foreigners, both when I was beyond-ſea myſelf, and of others 
who have vifited Exgland for theſe twenty Years paſt: and for

It is not my Deſign to ſet up for Skill above my Brethren: 
A Man no ftronger than his Neighbour may, by means of a2 
Machine, if he only is Maſter of it, be able to lift a Weight, 


which the other cannot ftir: So Sir Robert Tabor could, by

means of the Bark, cure that Ague, which baffled the utm 
Skill of the French King's moſt learned Phyſicians. Having 


had the Happineſs of an Education under the great BoERHAAVE 


of immortal Memory, who honoured me with his Friendſhip and 
intimate Correſpondence, even to a few Days before his Death 
(c) ; having had the beſt Advantages that England, Holland, and 
France, could give me; having ſeen a great Number of Sick for 
theſe twenty Years paſt ; having had the fole Care of an In- 
firmary, as Phyſician, for ten Years of the Time; having af- 
ſiſted Sir Haus Sloane twelve Years in preſcribing for ſuch 
Patients, who uſed ro flock to his Houſe of a Morning ; and 
letting my own: Doors be always open to the needy Sick: Theſe 


Conſiderations, I hope, may ſatisfy unprejudiced Perſons, that

Tho I am infoined to Keep the Preparations of theſe Medi- 
cines ſecret, yer I am commanded to do a/l the Good with 
them I can, to give them freely to the Poor, and never to felt 
them: But, that I might not injure any Apothecary, when his 
Attendance is deſired, or when One calls me in to a Patient, I 
have Leave to make — to him of ſuch of them, as I ſhall 
think proper for the Patient to take, and 70 allow him 10 
charge for them to the Parient, as for the like Forms of Me- 
dicines out of his own Shop. This was the Method J at firſt 


. endeavoured to have ſet out in: Tnever intended to have taken 


any other Steps; imagining I ſhould have found Apot hecariet 
as glad to ſee the Sick recover ſpeedily, as I was myſelf; and 
as ſenſible how often the common Methods fail! But what 
were the Motives of the Behaviour of ſome I have met with, they 
themſelves beſt know. For, no ſooner bad three or four Apo- 


thecaries, and a Surgeon or two, ſeefi the good Effects of ſome 


of theſe Medicines in a tew Cafes; no ſooner had I declared; 
that Fevers and Pleuriſies might often be cured without Bleed- 
Ing, Bliſtering, and the Quantities of Medicines uſually given; 
nay, that moſt acute Diſeaſes, if taken in the Beginning, might 
frequently be carried off by ſizg/s Doſes of certain Specificks ; 


but they immediately took the Alarm; and, inſtead of going 


on with me hand-in-hand, by accepting my Offers, declared, 
They would oppoſe me, unleſs I would acquaint them what the 
Medicints were, or deſiſt you the Uſe of them | This was not 
ſufficient to deterr me from recommending to my Patients 
what, I was convinced, would cure them ſooneſt : And if ad- 
hering to the Uſe of theſe Remedies ſhall procure me the Cen- 


tres of any, as I am well fatisfied, they muſt proceed from 


Jelf-inteteſted Views, I ſhall give myſelf no manner of Trouble 
or Unealineſs about them; bur ſhall, under every Oppoſition, 
truſt myſelf to the Protection of that Providence, which brought 
the Knowledge of theſe Things in my Way, and which has 
bleſſed them with great Succeſs, in the Hands of others, as 
well as in mine. Fe | "es |

I am very far from condemning all Apot hecaries in general; 
on the contrary, I don't doubt, but as the Succeſs of theſe Me- 
dicines ſhall be more publickly known, many of them will ge- 
nerouſly adviſe the Sick to have recourſe to them. 
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were likely to meet with envious and malicious Treatment; 
as ſoon as I heard the Succeſs of ſome Caſes miſrepreſented, 
and Facts themſelves denied, I thought it highly prudent to keep 
an exact Fourual of every Patien.'s Caſe, to whom I gave any 
of cheſe Remedies ; to ſer: down all the Patient's Complaints; 
the Medicines, and the Quantities, I gave; the Manner of the 
Operation; the Efedsenluing after each Doſe; and the Event 
of the Cale ; that fo I might be able to vindicate myſelf from 
unjuſt Cenſure. Had I not thus minuted down every thi 


from the Patients own Mouths, I could ſcarce have believe 
my own Memory, ſufficiently to have ventured to have men- 
tioned the ſurprizing Succeſs I have generally ſeen. - 


Within theſe three or four laſt Years, I have ſet down 
near five hundred Patients in my Fournal-Book (a): Ido not 
preſume to ſay they have all been cured ;.no ! but they have 
almoſt. all found ſome temporary Relief, tho the Complaints 
have in ſome Caſes returned: The Number is very ſmall of 
thoſe who received no Benefit; and ſtill ſmaller of thoſe who 
have died under my Care, when I have given any of theſe Me- 
dicines; and, I thank God, none have been injured by any 


of them, they being as ſafe as Ipecacuana, Rhybarb, or Jalap; 
and, upon a leiſurely Review, 1 don't find any Reaſon to re- 
pent my having given any of them. 25 9 


I pretend not to a Panacea, or an Univerfal Medicine: I 
know enough of the Nature of Diſeaſes, and the Cauſes of 
Symptoms, to be perſuaded, that no one Medicine can cure 
every Diſorder. I am ſenſible, that ſeveral very learned and 


ingenicus Chemical Philoſopbers, upon ſeeing the 27 


Effects of ſome of their Preparations in removing ſeveral Di/- 
tempers called by different Names, tho poſſibly ariſing from 
one Cauſe, have, by not being acquainted with the Animal 
Oeconomy, been 100 laviſh in their Praiſes and Commend- - 
a tions; and raſhly given them the Name of Panaceas. 


Could we ſee into the Inſides of the Sick, we ſhould find, 
in ſome Caſes, the internal Parts as much deſtroyed, or unfit 


For their Functions, and as incapable of being reſtored to them, 


as an Arm or a Leg cur off; which no body can have the Folly 
to pretend to ſet on again, or, by Medicine, propoſe to cauſe 
another to ſprout out in its Room; ſo that ſome Caſes mult

LET ME now give ſome particular Remarks on the 
ſeveral Remedies, of which the following Hiſtories treat. The 
famous Pitcairn, who was not a Man that dealt in Dreams, 
had certainly a Notion of a Specifick that would cure Fevers : 
He mentions ſuch a thing in his Chapter of Fevers, and places 
it as a Deſideratum at the Head of his Book (a), viz. a Medi- 
cine, which ſhall immediately take off the Rarefaction of the 
Blood, and leſſen its Motion, no violent Symptom enſuing. Such 
a Remedy I take the Febrifuge Medicine hereafter mentioned to 
be; for in all the Caſes wherein I have had Opportunities of 
giving it within the firſt three Days, it has proved as certain a 
Specifick for Continual and Inflammatory Fevers, as the Feſwits 


Bark for Agues; nay, has ſeldomer failed (b). I am directed to 


confine my Attempts to the three firſt Days, becauſe, after that 
Period, the Craſis of the Blood is often quite broken by the 
Continuance of the Eferveſcence, or febrile Heat; as Fer- 


mentation ſoon changes the Nature of vapid Wort, or Muſt, to 


a fpirituous inflammatory Liquor. But few People ſeized with 
feveriſh Symptoms, wait more than three Days without either 
Bleeding, Vomiring, Sweating, or Purging ; and as theſe are 
very ſeldom ſufficient to ſtop a Fever in irs Career, methinks 
the QUESTION. is very plain, Vill you truſt to thoſe ſo-often- 
failing Remedies, or will you truſt to one which has feldom 
failed of Succeſs ? | 2

The Rhermatiſin and Gout are Diſtempers ſo near a- kin, 
that they only differ as to the Parts they ſeize upon, and the 
Violence they act with. It is generally allowed, that the Rhe - 
matiſin ſeizes the Membranes of the Muſcles, the Gout the 
Membranes of the Faints: They are both Inflammations in 
Veſſels too ſubtile to carry red Blood: And it is obſervable; 
that Perſons drinking large Quantities of aceſcent Liquors, 
ſuch as Punch and Wine, are moſt ſubject to theſe Diſeaſes. 
And what confirms me ſtill more in the Opinion, that both 
Rheumatiſm and Gout are Inflammations in lymphatick Arteries, 
proceeding from an aceſcent Diſpoſition, is the good Effects of 
this Azti-arthritick Medicine, which is of a contrary Nature:

This Effect of Cam- 
phire being an Anti- opiate, has been confirmed to me, as 
known in the Eaſt-Indies, by the ingenious Mr. Reed, who 
introduced among us the Cinnabar and Musk Medicine from 
Chiza, for the Bite of Mad Dogs, & c. 


I am aſſured, by a Gentleman of great Experience, that he 
has corrected Gamboge, by adding to it double its Weight of 


Nure ; and that then it becomes a very ſafe Purgative in Drop- 
ſical Caſes. | | PRC MP 


A refrigerating Powder, whoſe good Effects I have often 
experienced in ardent Fevers;z which is only Nitre four Parts, 
white crude Tartar from Rheniſo Wine one Part, powder'd, 
and mix'd with Powder of Chalk, and Sugar-candy. The Tar- 
tar makes the Nitre fit better on the Stomach; and, being 
crude, the earthy Part of it and the Chalk prevent its Pur 1

(a) I was, many Years ago, informed by a curious Perſon, of theſe Virtues of 
Viper - cil, prepared in the fame Manner as the Or! of Eels ; and have always kept 
ſome by me, in order to have uſed it in Caſes, where I ſhould find the Eye - water 
above-mentioned, to fail 3 but, in Fact, I have found that Water ſo very ſuc- 
cefsfal, that I have never had Occafion to uſe the Viper-oil. I was pleaſed, 
afterwards, to find this Hint confirmed in the Literary Memoirs of G A 
printed at London, 1742.

Shane; who, a few Days ago, publiſh'd an Account of his celebrated and moſt 
ſucceſsful Remedy tor ſere Eyes ; of which I have been a Witneſs in a great Number 
of Caſes ; having had the Opportunity of ſeeing his Practice with this Ointment in 
all the Varieties of Caſes, in which he uſed to apply it, for above twelve Years

An Ointment for Burns, which J have had frequent Expe- 
rience of. Take /oft Soap, Honey, and Olive. oil, ot each equal 
Parts; make a Liniment, with which anoint the Dart burnt, 
or ſcalded, twice a Day, or oftener, till the Fire is out. 

The Cortex Eleutheriæ, in the Proportion of one Part to 
four of the Bark, increaſes the Effects of the Bark in curing 
TIntermittents, which I have frequently experienced; and a 
Decoction of it in Water, or a Tincture in Brandy, make a 
fine Bitter. The Powder in Subſtance, given like the Peru- 
vian Bark, will likewiſe cure Agues: It comes from one of 
the Bahama Iſlands, and is very cheap. 


The Effects of Celandine [Chelidonium majus] in preventing 
the Returns of the Gaut (p. 80), deſerve Attention, and further 
Experiments; for the Tea of it is a very grateful pungent Bitter. I 
have been lately informed, that a Perſon had a very ſevere Fit of 
the Gow? carried off in three Days, by the Juice of this Plant 
in Wine: A ſufficient Quantity of the freſh Eeaves were 
ſtamped in a Mortar, to afford two Ounces of the pure Juice; 
this was put into half a Pint of Mountain Wine; which was 
then divided into three Potions, and one was taken every 
Morning: I know not enough of this laſt Method to recom- 
mend it; I imagine the expreſſed Juice muſt be very acrid ; 
and, therefore, I believe diluting it more might be better, for 
fear of offending the Stomach. And I have ſince been told, 
that a Surgeon in Surry makes a Powder of the dry Leaves, 
and gives about thirty Grains of it once a Day. 


Now 61vE me Leave to make ſome Remarks on the Dif- 
ference between Chemical and Galenical Preparations. © The 
Galenical chiefly conſiſt of Vegetable Subſtances, which require 
to be taken in large Quantities, and to be often repeated; 
becauſe, if they are digeſtible by the Stomach, they ſoon paſs 
off, as Kitchen-herbs in common Diet do; if not digeſti e, 
they load the Stomach and Bowels, efpecially if clogg d with 
teſtaceous Powders (a). CELsvs ſays (5), that AscLEPIADES 
laid aſide the Uſe of the Medicines, for the moſt part [which

were in Vogue in his time] at without Reaſon; and as almoſt 
all Medicines offend the Stomach, and are producti ve of 
bad Fuices, he rather made all his Practice conſiſt in the 
Management of the Diet. Can it be reaſonably expected, 
that a weak Stomach, which rejects the lighteſt Food, and 
can ſcarce bear a little Broth, or Spoon-mear, ſhould retain 
and digeſt Powders and Bolus's, and loathſome Draughts ? On 
the other hand, Chemical Remedies may be given in very 
ſmall Quantities, ſo as not to offend the Stomach. — _. 


BEFORE I conclude, I ſhall make ſome particular Obſerva- Mi 
tions on the Manner of the Operations of theſe peculiar Me- 
 dicines. If we conſider the Iulets by which moſt Diftem- 
pers are commonly contracted, we ſhall find the two princi- 
pal are, the ſwallowing unwholſome Air or Diet by the 
Mouth, and the checking Perſpiration, or the imbibing infe- 
ctious Particles by the Pores. Now theſe Medicines ſeem to 
act as Nature points out; ſometimes vomiting, ſometimes 
purging, other times going off by Urine, or even a Flux 
from the Noſe (a), generaliy by Perſpiration. 5 895 


The common Emeticks and Purgatiues ſeem to act by a cer- 
tain Stimulus, becauſe as often as they are taken, they produce 
their uſual Effects; and, if given in larger Quantities, always 
act more violently; whereas this Claſs of Medicines ſeem to act 
merely in Proportion to the Quantity or Degree of morbid 

Matter they meet with, and ſeem to exert themſelves chiefly 
in the particular Part, where they meet with it. I ſhall only 
inſtznce in one or two: The Febrifuge Medicine, when I firſt 
took it myſelf, would neither have cauſed me to have vo- 
mitted nor purged, had I not forced both; but ir immediate} 
rook off the Nauſea; and in leſs than half an Hour I fel 
its Influence at my Finger and 'Toe-ends ; it then flung itſelf off 
by Perſpiration. In ſome Caſes it has vomited and not purged ; 
in others it has purged and not vomited ; but in all promoted 
Perſpiration. - This Medicine, if repeated, and the Ant 
-arthritick Medicine the ſame, generally purges leſs and lefs 
every time it is given, even, ſometimes, when I have aug- 
men'ed the Doſe. - As the famous Geſzer tried many Experi- 
ments on himſeif with Vegetables, in Hopes of aſcertaining 
the Virtues of them, and thereby comparing them with the 
Virtues aſcribed by the antient Botanical Writers to Plants bear- 
ing the ſame Name; ſo have I tried Experiments upon myſelf 
with moſt of theſe - Medicines, that I might with more Confi-

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dence give them to others: I have taken as large a Doſe of 
the Febrifuge Medicine, as | ſhould chuſe to give to any one: [ 
have repeated it more than once, when I was in full Health; 
it attempted no ſenſible Operation, only it warmed me greatly, 
and raiſed my Spirits. I have taken the Anti- arthritick Me- 
dicine (though 1 never had any Touches of the Gout) three 
times running, two or three Days afunder ; this likewiſe 
== warmed me, gave me a ſmall flight Tingling in my Fingers and 
= Toes; but as the Weather was cold, it ſeemed to work off 
== by Urine. Sometimes I have faſted after taking theſe Melli 
eines, when in Health, only drinking ſore thin Warer-gruel 
after them: At other times I have breakfaſted ſoon after with 


v or Coffee, and Bread and Butter; but this made no Alter- 


ation; I was neither ſick at Stomach, nor purged, only after

From theſe Experiments I think it highly provadle, what 
ſome Chemical Writers have ſaid of their favourite Medicines, 
may be true; viz. that they act upon the Diſtemper, and not 
upon the Stomach and Bowels, any farther than as they meet 
with the morbid Matter in them: And then they ſeem to act by 
Attraction, joining themſelves haſtily to the morbid Matter; 


= which Action cauſing an Efferveſcence, or inteſtine Motion, 


vellicates the Stomach or Bowels, and fo brings on a Vomit- 
ing or Purging; ſometimes one only, and ſometimes both: 
And if they meet with no morbid Mater in the Stomach and 
Bowels, they peaceably inſinuate themſelves into the Maſs of 
Blood, and then paſs off by the Pores or Urinary Paſſages, or » 
only ſpend themſelves in correcting the Fluids, eſpecially the 
alterative Kinds; and even thoſe which do procure any Ope- 
ration, either upwards or downwards, are often fo {low in 
working, that they ſometimes lie ſtill an Hour or two before 
they move the Patient; and I never knew any of the Medi- 
cines themſelves rejected by Vomit. 5 | 


HavinG thus given juſt and faithful Remarks on theſe Me-

N the Month of July 174t, my Son, a Lad of about 
ſeven Tears old, went through the confluent Sort of 

Small-Pox ſafely: I lay with him every Night during 
his whole Illneſs, and was frequently called our of Bel 
to one of the Family, who was indiſpoſed at the ſame 
Time: This often gave me Cold; ſo that the Lad was no 
ſooner recovered from the Small- Pox, but I fell myſelf into a 
violent Fever, which began with the uſual Symptoms, a Liſt- 
leſneſs and Heavineſs for a Day or two, then a Pain ſeizing my 
Head, Back and Limbs, attended with a Sickneſs at Sromach, 
and Averſion to all forts of * ſo that had I not had the

confluent Small-Pox myſelt twenty Years before, I ſhould have 
ſuſpected that I had now taken the Infection, and that this 
Wasa variolous Fever. The ſecond Day of the Fever I drank 
plentifully of Diluters, and compoſed myſelf to ſweat at Night; 
butt grew reſtieſs; the Fever increafed ; and, th ay, 
I began to ramble in my Speech and Imaginations : The Deli- 
im increaſed fo faſt, that in the Afternoon I imagined myſelf 
Mea with an Hydrophobia, or Dread of Water. At this my 
ite was greatly alarmed, and got two neighbouring Apothe- 
caries to come and ſee me: They immediately propoſed to 
take away ſome Blood, to lay on a Bliſter, and give me ſome 
Gaſcoigne's Powder and Sack-whey to make me ſweat; and 
adviſed my Wife to ſend early in che Morning for my two good 
Friends, Sir Hans Sloane and Dr. Fames Douglaſs. I was 
very averſe to both Bleeding and Bliſtering; and ſo we parted. 
An Event happening upon this, which diverted my- ine 
tion of the Hydrophobia, I was perſuaded to try to drink a little 
Barley-water: I did ſo; and immediately reſolved to take a cer- 
tain Medicine J had given me by a Friend, who had aſſured 
me of its great Effects in the Beginning of a Fever. I did not 
then know the Compoſition; but my Knowledge of my 
Friend's great Learning, Honour and Integrity, made me have 
Confidence enough in him to venture the” very firſt Experi- 
ment upon myſelf.

3 8 Fuanuary 1743-4. 
A Country PHYSsIcIAN, middle-aged, ſanguine, corpulent, and 

robuſt, had, about ſeven Years ago, a Fit of the Gout in 
his Feer, which returned in Spring or Autumn the three or 
four ſucceeding Years; the longeſt Fit did not exceed a Week. 
After an Interval of four or five Years, he was ſeized with 
Rheumatick Pains in the Shoulders; which, after fix Months 
Continuance, ſo affected the Acromia, or Tops of the Shoulder- 
Blades, that he could not lie on either Side, without exceſſive 
Pain in thoſe Proceſſes. In Jan. 1743-4. the Pains became 
more univerſal, and, in three or four Days time, ſeized the 
Hips, Knees, Elbows, V/riſts, ſome of the Intercoſtal Muſcles, 
the Muſcles of the Nazes, and the Ankles, inſomuch that he 
was rendered ' helpleſs, as though paralytick: Moſt of theſe 
Parts were greatly ſwelled. The Pains were fo diſpiriting as 


to cauſe frequent Faintings, and were attended with a continual, 
though nor violent, Fever. 7 

A few Days before the Pains came to the worſt, he loſt. 
22 Ounces of Blood, which was very fizy and inflamed. 
Next Day the Sena Potion of the Pharmacopeia * 
was taken; which operating but little; he took, the Day fol- 
lowing, ſome Salts like Scarborough Salts. The Pains prevented 
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Reſt for a Week, though ſeveral Doſes of Liquid Laudanum 
were taken, from 20 to 30 Drops, almoſt every Night. He 
was moſt reſtleſs about Three in the Mornings. The Swear 
which ſucceeded, yielded little or no Relief. His Pulſe, in 


the Morning, beat about 108 in a Minute; his Tongue was 


white and foul ; yer he was nor very thirſty : His Urine was 
of a deep red at firſt, but, upon ſtanding, depoſited a large 
lateritious, or rather purpliſh Sediment. He had an intire De- 
letion of Appetite, and his Stomach would bear nothing but 


Liquids or Spoon-meat for ten Days paſt : The Medicines 


he rook were all in the Liquid Form, with Plenty of Emol- 


lients, Diureticks, and Diluents : Notwithſtanding which, the 
Diſorder daily increaſing, being averſe to Bliſters he ſent for 
you, Fan. 18. begging you to aſſiſt him, of all your Friend 


the moſt miſerable. | 

As you could not leave ſome Patients in Town at that time, 
you ſent him a Doſe of your Anti-arthritick Pills by his Ser- 
vant, with Directions how to manage himſelf. He took them 


about Eleven that Night; they ſweated him from half an Hour 
afterwards till Four in the Morning, when they gave him the 


firſt Stool, purging him briskly fix times. The Operation
